Buckingham Palace suffered on 
three occasions. The private chapel I 
was knocked down. The home in | 
Mayfair where the royal couple lived \ 
as the Duke and Duchess of York, 
was flattened. 

The Houses of Parliament, unmis- j 
takable targets on the Thames, were 
hit early in the war. In May, 1941, j 
St. Stephen’s Hall, where the House j 
of Commons met, was reduced to | 
rubble. 

Big Ben was shaken and scarred, j 
but survived to boom out the hour i 
of victory just four years later. 

Prime Minister Churchill was sure 
10 Downing street was a priority 
target. On one occasion as the 
bombers swept up the Thames he told 
a newspaperman "they know very 
well where this house Is and they 
keep trying to get it." 

They almost did, too, in 1940-41 
and again in 1944. 

Kersington Palace, where a young 
Victoria was roused from bed one 
dark morning to learn she was Queen 
of England, is black now from the 
flames of incendiaries. 

The Tower of London, the Royal 
Mint, the Imperial War Museum, the 
Law Courts, Old Bailey Court, Lin¬ 
coln Inn Fields, where the R.C.A.F. j 
had its wartime headquarters, the 
British Museum, where two duds 
passed through the same hole, and 
the Royal Albert Hall—were dam¬ 
aged.

The first is from the Consolidated 
Mining & Smelting Co. regarding 
the fertilization of Crows' Nest 
Lake: 

“Though the use of chemical fer¬ 
tilizers for growing plankton in 
small artificial fish ponds of a few 
acres extent has recently made rap¬ 
id progress in the U. S., experi¬ 
mental work in connection with in¬ 
land natural lakes is still in its in¬ 
fancy, particularly in Canada, and 
we are not in a position to make 
definite recommendations ait this 
time or to supply accurate cost in¬ 
formation. 

“This Company has been follow¬ 
ing closely the application of chem¬ 
ical fertilizers in artificial ponds, 
inland fresh water lakes and tidal 
waters, and has been in contact 
with Canadian fisheries officials to 
study the Canadian situation. We 
hope that arrangements can be 
made for practical experiments un¬ 
der a variety of conditions so that 
definite recommendations can be of¬ 
fered in due course.”

Fish & Game Association:

We were 
in Germany close on to six weeks 
and then received orders to move 
to this fair city of Enschede. When 
we arrived here we were told not 
to unpack as orders were coming 
through for us to go back in around 
Bremen way, so for a few days we 
did nothing but eat and play ball, 
then finally orders came through to
